FOR MY CABINET 
SAYS THOMPSON 

Fifteen "Thousand Pea-nous at Close of 
Lincoln Anniversary in Chicago 
Hear Mayor Tell Why He Gave 
Negroes Poeitione. Says "My 
Duty la to Elevate, Not Degrade, 

the Race." 



Chicago, 111.. Sept. 16.— Fifteen 
thousand men and women and chil- 
dren crowded — crowded is the word 
— the Coliseum last night to heir 
.Mayor William Hide. Thompson de- 
liver an address at the Half Century 
Anniversary Exposition. 

So great was the demonstration 
that the Mayor was "unable to read 
his prepared speech. Regarding re- 
cent appointments to Jiis cabinet the 
Mayor said: 

"Let me repeat that I am proud to 
be here, and let me add these words: 
I am asked why I have appointed 
Negroes id my cabinet. 

Here's Why Ha DM It 

"Here U"my answer: 

"1. Because the persons appointed 
were essentially fitted snd qualified 
tor the positions they were selected 
to nil. 

"2. Bccau.se, in the name of hu- 
manity, it is my duty to do what I 
can to elevate rather than degrade 
any class of American citizens. 

"J. Becauae, during the pie-e lec- 
tion campaign I gave you tny word 
thai, if elected, I would give yon a 
square deal, and Bill Thompson keeps 
hi* word.™ 

In introducing the Mayor, Rev.' A, 
J. Carey, who presided, sai< 

"The colored people ask no favors 
and no sympathy, nor do they ask 
any return, for any support they may 
give to any cause, political or other 
wise. They ask only for what they 

deserve as American citizens. 

"Whatever Mayor Thompson baa 
done, whatever he will do, he will do 
not ottt of sympathy for, the descend' 
ants of a race once enslaved, but 
for American citiiens who h 
earned their position. By his ap- 
point merit j Mayor TTtompiwti ' ft 
merely recognizing the 
people. 

"There are three names which will 
-stand high in American history — Ab- 
raham Lincoln, William Mckinley 
and William Hale Thompson." 
Extracts Prom the Mayor*! Addresa 

'More than 100.000 colored men 
and women have passed through this 
great hall to fee this great exposi- 
tion: and yet there has been no dis- 
order of any sort and none of the 
petty crimes which unfortunately so 
often mark big gatherings of people. 
I doubt if any great undertaking can 
equal that record. 

"I know that in some quarters I 
have been criticised severely for ap- 
pointing a few representative Negro 
citizens to position! of honor, and 
trust, and dignity. T am glad to take 
the full responsibility and the honor 
for making every one of those ap- 
pointments, 'and I want to ask my 
critics to be as manly and to come 
out into the open light of day with 
their un-American sentiments. 

"Too much publicity is given the 
shortcomings and frailties of the col- 
ored man and too little publicity is 
-given his genius and skill. • 

"We read in the daily prints col- 
umn after column of sickening detail 
of crime or misdemeanor committed 
by some »rak. abnormal individual of 
your race, but seldom do we see ac- 
^counls of the contributions to th* 
world's work by your sculptors, ar- 
tists, poets, scientists, and educators. 

"To deny equal opportunity to ths 
Tfiegro in this land would be out 01 
harmony with American history, un- 
true to the sacred principles of lib- 
erty and equal rights, and would 
make a mockery of our boasted civ- 
itiaaticus^ and justice, and render 
meaningless the word opportunity. 
Believing this as I do, you can rest 
assured that, so far ss my power and 
'influence go. you will get a iquart 
deal."

T TPON the Declaration of Inde- 
*— *■ pendente his rume may be read 
without specudes. His signature 
was the first subscribed to the 
world's moat Lmous State docu- 
ment In the mfcst realistic striae 
John Hancock pledged his lite and his 
fortune to the cause of the Revolu- 
tion. He was one of the ridicst men 
in the colonies, holding investments 
in banks, breweries, stores, hotels, 
and »lso owning a fleet of vessel*. 
The wijure of one of these precipi- 
tated the Boston massacre. In Revo- 
lutionary days and until his death he 
was a popular idol When it was 
proposed to bombard Boston, though 
it would have resulted in greater 
personal last to him than to any 
other property owner, he begged 
that no regard be paid to banibe- 
eause of his finanoal interests.

PEACH MINI 



Many Wsya of Preparing "rutt Whtetl 
All Appreciate for Its Par- 



For peach cobbler, prepare plain 
pastry from three pints of Hour and 
three-fourths of a pound of mlied lard 
and butter. Una the baking dish «r|i 
this and. pour In two Quart* of freshly 
slewed peaches, covering the dish with 
a pastry lid, pierced here and tliere to 
let out steam. Bake until brown and 
then cover thickly with powdered 
sugar and servo steaming hot with rich 
cream. 

Here Is another peach pie recipe: 
Bake n rich pastry crust until brown 
and crisp and then cool. Just at serv- 
ing time heap It high with sliced 
reaches, gprtnkle with sugar and pile 
whipped erenm on top. A variation 
of this recipe la this: Cut abort pastry 
Into squares and fold the tour corner* 
to the center. MolsWu (horn with 
milk, press them down go that they 
will remain In place, prick the paatry 
with a fork and bake on* square for 
each person. Brown In the oven, Chill 
and serve piled high with peaches out 
Into large pieces, stswod lust until 
lander and sweetened to taste Top 

with a big spoonful of whipped cream. 

Still another peach pie, the favorite 
of a very good cook, Is this: Sift to- 
gether a cupful and a half of flour, a 
quarter of a cupful of sugar, two tea. 
spoonfals of baking powder and n 
plncb of salt Into this, cut half a cup- 
ful of butter and add enongh milk to 
make a stiff batter. Use as little milk 
sa possible. Roll Into a thick sheet. 
line a deep plo pan with it and slice 
poachee Into It- Sweeten them welt 
end cover them with sour or sweat 
milk, then bake until done in a mod- 
erate oven. 

A tempting dessert 1s peach whip. 
To make It press rlpa peaches through 
s vegetable press, sweeten to taste 
end mil immediately with whipped 
cream or whipped egg white*. Pile in 
tall glasses sod serve very cold. 

Another templing dessert la a peaoh 
sandwich, one Tor each person Slice ■ 
state sponge cake and dip the Slices 
quietly In milk. Then brown In bat- 
ter. Between each two slices pile 
freshly sliced, sweetened peaches and 
pile on whipped cream. 



METHOD OF PICKLING ONIONS 



Writer Makes Bom* 

Which Seem to Be Worthy of 
Consideration,, 

Peeling tbe onions Is a decidedly pain- 
tul task, but It Is made less so if they 
are dons In cold water. Soma people 
even put them In boiling watar.siljd 
allow them to coma to the boll before 
peeling them. I prefer the former 
plan. With small silver pickling onions 
to esch quart of vinegar allow two 
tsbleapoontula of black popnercoroe, 
two teaspooafuls of allspice, two level 
tea spoonfuls of salt, two bay leaves. 
Remove the outer skin with a sliver 
knife: if a steel one is need the onions 
will turn block. If liked, peel them In' 
a basin of cold water, for. besides 
making the operation leas painful, it 
belps to whiten them by removing 
some of the essential ofl. 'Dry thsm 
lightly in a' cloth. Put the vinegar, 
spices and bay leaves In a saucepan, 
bol] them until tbe vinegar Is well 
flavored, and let it get cold. Put the 
onion* la Jars or wlde-oecked bottle, 
fill tbem up with the vinegar, adding 
a little spice to each bottle. Cork 
down tightly. They will be ready tor 
use In about a month. — Boston Globe. 



Barley Water With Jelly. 

Place two ounces of pearl barley 
with very little water hi a (saucepan, 
and wben warm pour this off and add 
a quart of fresh water and almmer 
gently for (href-quarters of an hour. 
Strain through a muslin and add three 
tablespoon fuls of red eurraot Jelly: 
allow to cool and serve. 

Other davorlngs in the form of 
raspberry vinegar, crabapple Jelly, or 
black currant Jelly may be added. 1 
Orange rind and lutce may also be 
added as a Changs. 



A P pl<- end Suet Pudding, 
Two cupfuls of chopped apples, two 
cupfuhv of chopped raisins, one capful 
of sour milk, one cupful of molasses, 
one cupful of suet and flour enough to

Are Plain and Inexpensive. 

The American houaekeeper la learn- 
ing to appreciate the value of simple 
puddings- She And* them much 1 
expensive and more wholesome for 
the dally menu than rich ornama and 
other elaborate desserts. 

Puddings ol rice and macaroni are 
easily made and Inenpeaslve. R-lee la 
a valuable Item In the dally dietary 
and a pleaaant one If properly cooked. 
ordinary rice padding* should never 
be made with eggs, the addition of 
eggs turns the pudding Into a custard. 
and aa a rice pudding needs such long 
<-ooklng the custard becomes hardened. 
Rlen needs slow cooking for two and 
a half to three hours. Adding milk 
Is an Improvement and make* the 
pudding more nourish Ing. 

Skim milk la often Deed for 
these puddluga, but In this cue *uet 
or a good piece ol butter should be 
put In. aa when the cream ha* been 
taken from the milk it losea la fat and 
nourish men t. though It retains much 
of It* strengthening propertlee. Bmall- 
er grains, such aa semolina, fine sago 
and ground rice will cook In a much 
ehorter time than rice — about 1} rntn- 
uiea will do. Large aago or tapioca 
takes about 20 mlnutea. 

A good recipe for rice pudding It: 
Four cupful! milk, one-third cupful 
rice, one-half cupful seeded raisins If 
desired, one-third cupful sugar, one- 
half taaapoonful salt. Mii ingredi- 
ents In a baking dish and cook In a 
very alow over for four or Ave hours 
It will be neeeaeary to ulr occaalon- 
ally to prevent lice and raisins from 
nettling to bottom of dlah. If ralslna 
are not used some Savoring should be 
added.

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ACTION BETTER THAN DISCUSSION. 

We are still waiting to see something tangible and concrete 
done in the matter of meeting the segregation project. There has 
been enough discussion. We want to do something more than 
discuss. We could sit and discuss the question for the next fifty 
years. It is a very easy thing to discuss, for gentlemen in hand- 
some assembly hall, or clergymen in their pulpits. 

Why, the ladies and gentlemen of the reign of Louis XV and 
Louis XVI, in France, ssated in gilded saloon and on Persian car- 
pets, surrounded with luxury, discussed the rights of man, and 
balanced them in dainty phrases. There they aat, discussing 
■sweetly, malting out new theories and building up a splendid archi- 
tecture of talk. But the angry mob broke-open the dobra and end- 
ed the discussion in blood. They waited too long, discussed about a 
half century too long. 

You see. discussion is very good when a man has his rights, 
and his life and liberty are assured, and hi3 pursuit of happiness 
not interferred with. But discussion is very bad when the enemy 
is active and alert; when he is "digging himself in" impregnable 
intrenchment; when his sappers and miners are laying a powder 
train. under our position, one day to be touched off and blow us off 
the political and social map. Discussion is bad in that case. We 
want action. Grover Cleveland used to say: "We are not con- 
fronted with a theory, but a condition." r"~~-"^ 

This condition is nearer than some of us think. We are 
sometimes so near a.f act that we cannot see it. You could stand 
bo near the Union Station that you would not know whether you 
were lookirlg at a mere heap of granite or the finished wall of a 
great .building. So if ia with a fact. The men who stand nearest 
to it are often the last to recognize either its breadth or its mean- 
ing. Perhaps the last men to appreciate a fact are the men near- 
est to whose eye it passes. And it is just so with this segregation 
movement which we have been too long discussing. We are hard- 
ly aware that the danger is upon us. But maybe our children will 
understand it more distinctly than we do, and sooner than we 
expect. 

Shall we not consider our children, even if we are not will- 
ing to consider ourselves? Did you ever stop to think that the 
glory or the shame of a father is his children? That father haa 
done his work well who baa left a child better oft and better 
than himself . The German prayer is: "Lord, grant I may be as 
well off tomorrow as yesterday!" No American should prey- that. 
He wants to be better off tomorrow than he is today. And he 
means that his child shall have a better starting point in life than 
himself. 

Our fathers got their liberty fifty years ago and they made 
the best of it. and we honor them for it. It remains forus to de- 
vote ourselves to the liberty and welfare of our children, that tbey 
may honor us. We cannot be as good as our fathers unless we are 
better. 



THE MEANING OF FRATERNITY. 

The Negro is characterized by fraternal organizations with- 
out number -organizations of brotherhood and sisterhood. Great- 
est of all his fraternal organizations, at least in numbers, is the 
church. And if any people ought to be so organized into fraterni- 
ties certainly it is our people. 

Bat what is the use of a fraternity, be it church or lodge, 
which does not exemplify the fundamental principle of its exis- 
tence-brotherhood! And underlying this ia the principle of sac- 
rifice. "Bear ye one another's burdenV^is the cardinal principle 
that underlies all our organizations, jusTPas it underlies Christianty 
>tself. All other religions allow that the strong have the right to 
use the weak. Like Darwin's principle -of the survival of the 
fittest, the best, the strongest have a right to have the world to 
themselves and to absorb the less privileged in their enjoyable 
career. - """^"-^ 

We have men and women among us in this city, strong in 
money and in influence, who give not a flip for their fellows. They 
stand "high in church, society and lodge, yet do nothing and give 
nothing toward the welfare,of their race. If they ever consider 
the greatest good of the greatest number, it is only because they 
count the greatest number to be — "number one!" 

Now, wealth, health and knowledge are a trust. "If any 
man be chief among you. let him be your servant." If you know 
anything, communicate it. If you have anything, give it What 
ever you hold, it is not yours. See that you make yourself the 
servant of the weakness of your race and your age. God, in His 
wisdom and providence, to which the man of Nazareth gave us the 
key. has always been dragging down the great and lifting up the 
humble and the Nazarene was the first Teacher who recognized the 
law of God. that the greater is the servant of the lesser.
